The slashing m achine g u n fire 
fro m the well-co ncealed Chinese 
•nests" which do tted the 
en­ 
tire area su cceeded in sto pping 
the Japanese ag ain as they hav e 
su cceeded in similar attacks du r­ 
ing the last fo u r day s. Mu ch o f 
the fig hting was hand to hand. 
The Japanese were cu t do wn by 
the Chinese bay o nets as they 
attem pted to ru sh the defenders’ 
trenches. 
A su rv ey o f the area no rthw est 
o f 
Kiang wan 
rev ealed 
many 
bo dies o f Japanese dead which 
had no t y et been picked u p. Be­ 
hind the Japanese lines o n the 
no rthern secto r was a scene o f 
u tter deso latio n. Ev ery bu ilding 
had been bu rned to the g ro u nd 
and smo king embers, o v er which 
little kno ts o f Japanese so ldiers 
attem pted to co o k fo o d, do tted 
the co u ntry side. 
The who le area was blasted 
terribly by airplane bo mbs and 
artillery shells. Nu mero u s g rav e 
mo u nds had been blo wn o pen 
and larg e nu mbers o f Chinese 
and Japanese dead lay here and 
there. 
A bo mb ex plo ded at the e nt­ 
rance to the po st o ffice at Szech- 
u en Ro ad and So o cho w Creek in 
the internatio nal settlem ent this 
afterno o n, inju ring a fo reig n po ­ 
liceman and blo wing in fro nts o f 
bu ilding s acro ss the street. The 
blast was sim ilar to th a t which 
wrecked the o ffices o f the Japa­ 
nese Mitsu i Bu ssan K aisha last 
week. It was a time bo mb.

and o ne o f their shells narro wly 
missed the flag ship Idzu mo o f 
Admiral No mu ra.

PLENTY OF WORK? 
The difference between depression and pros­ 
perity means tragedy to many millions of people 
— and yet, amazingly enou gh, the actu al gap be- 
I 


tween the two states is exceedingly narrow. 
A writer in the cu rrent Magazine of Wall 
Street qu otes figu res compiled by’the American 
Federation of Labor which show that there is in 
,the United States today enou gh work to employ 
every worker in the nation — for 35 hou rs a week. 
J That is to say, if a seven-hou r day and a five- 
day week were su ddenly installed in every in ­ 
du stry, u nemployment wou ld literally vanish. 
There is, it seems, plenty of work in America for 
everybody — if only it were divided u p equ itably. 
The normal working week in most indu stries 
is 48 hou rs, scaling down to 44 in many cases. 
Between that and the 35-hou r week there is no 
great gu lf. And yet th at small gu lf is enou gh to 
throw something like a qu arter of all ou r wage- 
earners ou t of work and pu t long colu mns of red 
figu res in the ledger of innu merable bu sinesses. 
Before the depression came we had several 
years of high prosprity. Du ring those years some­ 
thing might have been done to pave the way for 
hard times. Working hou rs might have been re­ 
adju sted, for instance, to spread work ou t over a 
larger nu mber of workers. The high profits that 
were being made cou ld have enabled indu stries 
to do this withou t greatly diminishing the in ­ 
dividu al worker’s income. 
Bu t, as the writer in the above-mentioned 
magazine points ou t: “Too small a proportion of 
the earnings of 1919-1929 went into consu mption. 
Too large a proportion went to swell the u n- 
spendable incomes of a minority of machine 
owners. Too mu ch was plou ghed back into ad­ 
ditional capital investments to swell produ cing 
facilities which had already ru n beyond the con­ 
su ming abilities of the mass popu lation.” 
Now’, however, we mu st look ahead to fu tu re 
opportu nities, not back to ones that were missed. 
W hat are w’e going to do to narrow the gap? The 
man who presents a sane and logical program 
will do his cou ntry a tremendou s service. 


1857 AND 193 2 
The problems of yesterday are still the prob­ 
lems of today. The fears of yesterday are also 
the fears of today. Bu t if the clou ded yesterdays 
were followed by bright tomorrows, may not to­ 
day’s gloom also soon be dissipated by a su n-lit 
dawn? Read this: 
“It is a gloomy moment in history. Not for 
many years — not in the lifetime of most men 
who read this paper — has there been so mu ch 
grave and deep apprehension; never has the fu ­ 
tu re seemed so incalcu lable as at this time. In 
ou r own cou ntry there is u niversal and commer­ 
cial prostration and panic and thou sands of ou r 
poorest fellow citizens are tu rned ou t against 
the approaching winter withou t employment 
and withou t the prospect of it. 
“In France the political cau ldron seethes and 
bu bbles with u ncertainty. Ru ssia hangs as u su al 
like a clou d, dark and silent u pon the horizon of 
Eu rope, while all energies, resou rces and influ ­ 
ences of the British Empire are sorely tried, and 
are yet to be tried more sorely in coping with the 
vast and deadly Indian insu rrection and with 
the distu rbed relations in China. 
“It is a solemn moment and no man can feel 
an indifference (which happily no man pretends 
to feel) in the issu e of events. 
“Of ou r own trou bles no man can see the end. 
They are, fortu nately as yet, mainly commercial; 
and if we are to lose money and by painfu l pov­ 
erty to be tau ght wisdom — the wisdom of honor, 
faith, of sympathy and of charity — no man need 
seriou sly to despair. And yet the very haste to be 
rich, which is the occasion of this widespread ca­ 
lamity, has also tended to destroy the moral 
forces with which we are to resist and su bdu e 
the calamity.”
